Our system has yielded the West results tothe people: 

The commerce which was in olden times transported only 
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twenty or twetity-five miles a day is now moved five hotidred 
Wile na day by water and eight hundred miles by land. Corre- 
epindence, then carriad no fnster tin freight, is now borne by 
telegraph to the furthest ends of the world, 

All these changes have taken place within «single generation ; 
for our fathers could not travel any faster than Alexander or 
Comin, Steumelipe, tiiiroads anel telegraphs within that tine 
have transforied all commercial transactions and the methods 
of commercial busites, Formerly wight months were required 
to oxetute an order in India or Chine and obtain the return: 
now one day is sufficient. These commercial changes cansed a 
revolution: in the modes of business, and were tho main factors 
which produced the monetary disturbances of 1575, the effects 
of whieh we yet foel,so long haa it taken the world to: adjust 
itself to ite new relations. 


The Future of Commerce. 


The commerce of the world originated in Asia: it was curried to 
Afries and thence to Europe, and from Europe to America, This 
Inovement can go no farther westward, for on the other side of 
the Pacific is China, which has successfully resisted every at- 
tempt of the European to encroach opon her domains, and India 
with its teeming population of two hundred and fifty millions: 
a0 that America, the last of the continents to be inhabited, now 
receives the wealth of India and Asia pouring into it from the 
West, and the manufactures aod population of Europe from the 
east, Heéte the enst and weet, different from ench other in mental 
purer snd chy ilizution, will meet, each alone incomplete, each 
esperttial to the fullest and most symmetrical development of the 
other, Here will be thy great tanking and oonmercial houses 
of the world, the center of business, wealth and population. 

The end isnot vet, [nventions are increasing it) a tooinet cic 
futher than an arithinetric progression. The limit of steam 
power hos not been reached, for with a bigh temperature in the 
ateatn-hoiler the wdidition of « few pounds of coal increases the 
steamy power so greatly that we are unable either to control or 
bo tise Tt, 

Electricity hus just begun to offer new opportunities to com- 
merce, We are no longer compelled te carry our factories to the 
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witer power, for by the dlectrie wire the power may be brought 
to the house of the operative, and we may again sew the private 
workman supersede the factory operative. A few ears and small 
vessela ure moved by electricity—the forernnner of greater things. 
We know little of thimnew agency, bot ite future growth must be 
mor rapid aod mere wonderful than that of steam, 

The secretary of the Smithsonian Institution (Mr. Langley) 
telle as thot before the incoming of the twentieth century, agrial 
navigation will be on established fact.” 

* The deoper the tasight we obtain into the mvsterious wark- 
ings of nntittie’s forces,” save Siemens," the more we ate con- 
vinewd thatowe are still stunding in the vestibule of svience : that 
in Hnexplored world still lies before us; and however much we 
may discover, we know not whether mankind will ever arrive at 
a fill knowledge of nature.” 
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
